DEJECTED LOVERS SEEK DEATH 


Second Woman Caused Double Trag- 
edy Near Scranton, Pa. 


Scranton. Pa., June 22.—A pair of 
young lovers, Ernest Schmlc and Miss 
Jennie Brennan, both of Greenwood, 
were 
the 
participants In a double 
tragedy which has resulted in the 
former's death and which will prob- 
ably also prove fatal In the case o£ 
the girl. 
The two had loved each 
other devotedly for several months, 
but another woman from Schmic's old 
home 
intervened a week ago 
and 
sought to hold him to an alleged en- 
gagement with her. This led the pair 
to seek relief In death, and they ap- 
parently planned the affair with much 
deliberation. 


Miss Brennan purchased a bottle of 
carbolic acid yesterday morning, and 
shortly afterwards both started out 
for a walk. 
They strayed to a se- 
cluded spot in the midst of a forest 
and spent the entire afternoon sitting 
side by side on a rock. 
They were 
seen by several other ramblers In the 
woods, and this led to a search by the 
girl's cousin, Thomas Cavanaugh, and 
several of his friends. 
When 
the 
party came in sight of the pair Miss 
Brennan put the bottle of acid to her 
lips and drained it. 
As she did so 
Schraic started to run, with several 
of the party close on his heels. 
He 
drew a revolver and flred upon them 
three times and then, stopping, turned 
the weapon to his heart and shot hzm- 
BPlf 
twice. 
He fell dead instantly. 
The girl suffered »reat agony, and her 
physicians hqid out scant hope lor 
recovery.

DELAWARE 


George White, Murderer of Misi 
Bishop, Burned at Stake. 


HE CONFESSED THÈ CRIME 


Wilmington. Del., June 23.—A north- 
ern mob, led by a Virginian, burned 
a negro at the stake within a few 
mile« of Mason and Dixon'» line. 
The victim waa George F, White, a 
negro Just out of the workhouse, who 
waa accused of having feloniously as- 
saulted and stabbed to death Miss 
Helen Sv Bishop, the 17-ycar-old daugh- 
ter of the Rev, Dr. E. A. Bishop. The 
crime was committed last Monday af- 
ternoon, and over since then there 
have been mutterlngs of lynching the 
man. 


An effort was made Sunday night 
to get White, but it failed. Last night, 
however, as a result of the law'« slow- 
ness and much agitation on the part 
of those who cried for vengeance, a 
mob that was estimated at 4000 men 
and boys gathered in the neighbor- 
hood of Price's Corner, four miles from 
here. 
They came from everywhere. 
Including Wilmington and the small 
towns to the south of the Price's Cor- 
ner 


Sunday night's lack of a leader was 
supplied by a Virginian, whose Iden- 
tity. In the confusion and excitement, 
could not be learned. 
The police of 
Wilmington and the constables tried 
to disperse the growing crowd, but 
without avail. 
It was evident that 
hundreds came from mere curiosity, 
but once in the mob they became in- 
flamed with the spirit pervading the 
throng and then actively joined it. 
The real leaders were few in numbers, 
but they did their work well. It was 
after 10 o'clock when the march to 
the workhouse, a mile away, was 
taken up. 
The chief warden of the 
workhouse and his guards, who have 
been on almost constant duty since 
the negro was landed In the prison, 
had been warned of the coming of the 
mob, and prepared to dof'?iid tne man 
at all costs. 


Armed with pistols, shotguns and 
other weaponB, the mob soon reached 
the Jail. 
A battery of railroad ties 
soon carried away the 
great outer 
door of the workhouse. 
What was 
going on inside the lockup was not 
known to the mob, nor did it seem to 
care. 
The second, third and fourth 
doors wore battered down by the for- 
ward leaders In the attacking party 
amid the yells and cheers of those 
who wore presshig forward from tho 
roar. 
Ther the 
would-be 
lynchers 
were momentarily haltod by a hall 
of bullets from the Inside. 
A great 
howl went up from the leaders, but 
they were pressed forward by those 
in the rear. More shooting was heard 
and there was a scramble to get out, 
but the braver ones In the attacking 
party stood their ground. 
In the fu- 
sllade that followed four persons fell, 
all mernberG of the mob. 
They were 
quickly carried to the rear and at- 
tended by those who were not bravo 
enough to be in the front. Three of 
the wouded were men and the other 
a boy. 
None of them, In the confu- 
sion, could bo identified except ths 
boy, who Is said to be Peter Smith, 
aged 17 years. 


It was evident that the warden did 
not wlfih to slaughter the mob In tho 
prison corridor, so he directed that 
the Are hoEe be turned on the crowd. 
This also held the mob for a time, 
but not for long. A general rush was 
made, the guards were brushed aside, 
and a man hunt of tho jail was made 
for the negro. 
There are many negroes !n the prison, 
but with the aid of a man who knew 
White he was quickly found. His cell 
door was battered open, and the cow- 
ering, aroueed man, begging for • 
y, 
wag dregiied 
from 
the cell an., the 
prison. When the crowd outside heard 
that success had crown'^d the efforts 
of the lynchors a great cheer was set 
up. 
Attempts were 
made to shoot 
White on the spot, but the leaders of 
the crowd would have nothing but his 
life at the stake. 
Resistance on the 
part of the negro was useless, but his 
kands were tied behind him. Then the 
march to the place of execution, just 
M though it were a march to the gal- 
l»vs In a prison, was taken up. 


It then became evident that a plan 
of execution had been previously ar- 
ranged, but who the planners were 
is not known. 
With torches to lead 
tks way and 4000 persons following, 
ths negro was led to the road and to 
almost the very spot whpre the as- 
smult took plare. 
White- was givea 
m last chance to speali. and he con- 
fss0«d to the murder ct ibe girl 
A« 
stake kad b « ^ qminiw' by an adr 
Vftuce guard, ^'hite was qoijciily chaiu: 


ed to the post, and the dry undorbush. 
soakod with oil. was IgnitPd and the 
horriblo execution was on. White, suf- 
fering Intense agony, fainted and his 
body hung limp. Shots were flrod Into 
bis body and the victim of the mob 
soon dead. 
Satisfied with its night's work, the 
greater number of the lynchers left 
the nelKhborhood. many of them fear- 
iBf wrest 
However, a large number 
of persons loitered at the scene, await- 
ing developments. 


No attempt at secrecy was made by 
Hhe hundreds who were In the crowd. 
One wltne«;« 10 ine ourninr: said: "The 
mob was not composed of the city riff- 
raff. It was mostly made up of hard- 
working men and some of tho best of 
tho county. I saw many business men 
in the crowd." 


The arrangements for the horriblo 
execution of 
White were complete. 
Bundles of straw wore secured from 
a near-by barn, and upon these wero 
piled dry undorbrush. 
Fence rails 
were split and 
added to tho 
pyre, 
which was thoroughly soakf^d with 
kerosene. The negro wia then bound 
from shoulders to feet with a hoary 
rope and thrown upon the biasing 
pile. 


White's Confession. 
Before the torch was applied White 
confessed his guilt and prayed fer- 
vently for mercy. His confession was 
a complete admission of evorything 
that had been charged against him 
and even more. 
In the main it was 
as follows: 


"I was sent by Mr. Woodward down 
to the cornfield to try some corn, and 
I saw Mr. Woodward's daughter and 
Intended to assault her, but a couple 
of men came along In a wagon and I 
did not. Then I saw the Bishop girl 
and I followed her. 
I seized her and 
asked her is she had any money she 
would give me to let her go. She gave 
me half a dollar and two 
five-cent 
pieces. 
Then I seized her and she 
cried: 'Please don't hurt me.' I choked 
her and assaulted her. Then I asked 
her If she was going to tell on me, 
and she said she was. 
Then I gave 
her a hack In the 
throat with my 
knife, and asked her again if she was 
going to tell on me. 
She «aid she 
was, and then I cut her throat twice 
again and left her. 


"Then I went back to Mr. Wood- 
ward and told him there was no good 
water to drink down there, and he 
sent me somewhere else. I went bark 
once, but soon left Then I went back 
to the house and put on a light hat 
Instead of the cap that I wore. 
You 
would not do this If I was a white 
man and did this." 


The swift and dire punishment met- 
ed out to the perpetrator of the terri- 
ble crime Is the sole topic of conversa- 
tion, but the details are calmly re-, 
hearsed. Public sentiment appears to 
deplore the resort to mob violence, but 
tlie consensus of opinion Is that sum- 
mary vengeance alone could atone for 
the brutal outrage upon the life and 
the honor of the young girl. 
It is 
generally believed that had tho courts 
brought the mur^lerer to speody trial 
the tragedy would havr» been averted. 
The Judges who had postponed action 
' upon the case of the confessed assall- 
' ant of Miss Bishop explain their action 
by stating that popular prejudice and 
indignation would have precluded tho 
possibility of a fair trial for the cul- 
prit. 


It is not known as /et what action 
the state authorities will take. 
Gov- 
ernor Hunn says he will confer with 
Attorney General H. H. Ward. 
The 
latter 
made a brief 
statement, in 
which ho said 
that the 
state will 
await the result of the coroner's in- 
quest. and that every effort would bo 
exerted to ascertain the names of the 
leaders. 
Coronar Mcc^ormick has not 
fixed the date for the Inquest. 


Deputy Coroner Klllmer, who visit- 
ed Price's Corner, the scene of the 
lynching, found little to view. 
All 
semblance of 
the human 
form In 
White's body had been obliterated by 
the avenging^fire and the morbidly 
curious relic hunters. 
A small por- 
tion of 
the trunk 
and one or two 
charred bones 
were recovered and 
taken to the morgue. 
Of the hun- 
dreds of person-s who visited the spot 
where the funeral pyre was lighted 
scarcely one left without some ghastly 
memento. 
One man carried away a 
foot that had not been 
consumed. 
Fragments of clothing, pieces of wood, 
cinders and any article that bore mute 
testimony of 
the mob's 
work were 
eagerly soupbt. 


Pollcc Maks Arr Arrest. 
Arthur 
Corwull 
was arrested by 
State Detective Francis. He came from 
Baltimore, and is charged with having 
been a party to the lynching. 
He i» 
held on the charge of murder. 
The 
police ofllcials have little to cay re- 
garding the iiffolr. 
It is said th&t 
state and city detoi^tives were in the 
crowd Mun ay nlgjit and reiio;inized 
ol those who ^artj' ipai^ii in t^e 


burning. 
Colonel James McComb. » 
wealthy 
retired 
capitalist, of Clayn 
mont, called on the police authorltiw* 
and told them ho would go ball for alb 
persons arrested In connection wltbi 
the lynchlnK. 
When he heard of thft» 
arrest he again callod at the police^ 
station and offored to go ball for thsi 
prisoner.'but this tho authorities woultli 
not allow. 


Attorney General Ward said that 
expected more arrests, that there were> 
12 leaders in the mobv and that they 
would be arrested as soon as tho po^ 
lice could locate thorn. 


Rev. Dr E. A. Bishop, father of the* 
murdered girl. In an Interview deplored) 
tho mob law which had terminated tho» 
life oi his daughter's assailant. 
Hoi 
said that 
his wife 
was in dollcatov 
health, but since hearing of the lynch- 
ing and knowing of White's confeasloiv 
she seemed much Improved, It Is hISi 
Intention ta take Mrs. Bishop to Bur-. 
lington county, N. J., If her conditUni 
shnll permit. 


Ho had been aware for soveral days, 
ho said, of the purpose of tho cltlxons' 
and had so notified the police. 
Mr. 
Bishop sat up with hla sick wife last 
niKht, and 
when tho mob 
arrivedj . 
with the victim shouts could be heard: 
at the house, the bedroom windows ot\ 
which command a view of the spot 
where the negro was executed. 
Mrs. 
Bishop hearing tho shouts and the pls- 
izl shots became extremely nervous 
and asked if the prisoner was In the» 
hands of tho mob. 
In order to quiet 
her Mr. Bishop replied that the crowd 
was only celebrating. 
No member of 
ths family was present at the lynchln«.

THE ORGANIST OF PONIKLA 


THE CULMINATION OF A WANDERER'S AMBITION.

HE snow was hard and not 
very deep. Kleu, -with his 
long 
logs, was 
-walklug 
K 
^ briskly on the road from 
Zagrab 
to 
Ponikla. 
He 
.was scantily clothed with Lis short 
coat, his cloak still shorter, and his 
summer trousers not quite reaching 
'his ankles. And then—bis shoos wore 
BO much worn out. Ho pressed his iluto 
amorously against his heart. 
He had 
a few small glasses of rum in his stom- 
ach and a great deal of conteutment In 
his head. 
For that very morning he 
had signed nn engagement as organist 
.with tho curate of Ponikla. 


Until that day he had been roaming 
•like a Tzigane, from inn to inn. from 
one fair to another, from wedding to 
wedding, wretchedly getting his daily 
bread by playing the flute or tho organ. 
'And, let it be said, by the bye, ho 
played the organ better than any one 
else In the country. 
Now. at last, ho 
could settle down and live decently. 
A house and a garden. 150 roubles a 
year, without reckoning the extiMS, and 
above all the consideration attached to 
a position la a church, to a profession 
devoted to the glory of God! He had 
never wished as much in his most am- 
bitious dreams. All those who looked 
at him as a kind of tramp should be 
compelled now to treat him as a gen- 
tleman. 


For a long time Klen had coveted the 
position without any hope of getting it 
while old Mlelnitzki still persisted In 
living. Tho fingers of the latter were 
mostly paralj'zed, but the curate would 
never have consented to replace him. 
In consideration of their twenty years' 
friendship. At last 
Mlelnitzki 
died 
through an accident and Klen hast- 
ened to apply for thé situation. 
The 
curate, well acquainted with his talent, 
engaged him Immediately. 
Klen was 
really a remarkable artist. 
He never 
had studied music, but he played mar- 
vellously well not only the flute and the 
organ, but also ae^ral other instru- 
mentg. It was not a case of heredity 
nor of education. His father, a soldier 
during most of his life, had turned- a 
plain ropemaker In his old age, and tho 
good man practiced no other wind In- 
Btrumeut than liis smoking pipe, which. 
It Is true, seldom left the corner of his 
mouth. 


Yet Klen, from his childhood, had 
fchown a decided talent. Mlelnitzki had 
given Irim some organ lessons. 
But 
the urchin one day suddenly departed 
with a band of strolling players. 
Ho 
wandered for several years. 
Then the

church mouse. 


So far he had Just shifted by playing 
for a trifle, but often for the love of 
God.

Klen did not loiter before the church 
In order to enjoy praises. 
It was to 
contemplate In passing what was the 
most dear to him in the Avorld, after 
music, of course. We mean Olka. the 
daughter of a working man of Zagrab. 
He admired her eyes, the color of the 
sky; her hair, the color ol! gold, and he 
felt at his heart a sharp paiu like tho 
piercing of a knife. 


This restored him to his full reason, 
and he repeated to himself a thousand 
times that never would Olka's father 
give his daughter to a vagrant, and 
that he had better think no more of 
the young girl. 
This was easily said, 
but the knife had peneti^ated so deeply 
that the strongest pincers could not 
have Avithdrawn it. 


Olka, on her side, at first had loved 
Klen's music, then she had loved the 
musician.

him all over the world! It seemed to 
him that both were walking together 
on the white ro^a. 
This did not pre- 
vent lilm from hurrying his steps, as 
the snoAV was cracking In a manner 
more and more alarming. 


"Ho! my Olka! unique treasure, you 
ai*e going to be a lady, my lady!" 


His heart swelled with gratitude. 
Ha! had she really been near him how 
ho would have pressed her in his arms 
with all his might! This 1% yes, this is 
what he ought to have done .one hour 
'before af^Zagrab! But It Is always so.

A vrvliQv In tracing the ancestry of 
the dog to wolf and Jackal notices typi- 
cal dllYerences in the cast Of their eyes, 
their body colors and markings, the 
habit of turning around three times be- 
fore lying down, and other interesting 
peculiarities, but he does not mention 
tho most striking and infallible way of 
distinguishing them, namely, by the 
fashion in Avhich they carry their talis.

These predatory 
creatures always followed a moving 
herd.—Philadelphia Record.

PULVERIZING 
THE 
SOIL. 


The finer we pulverlr.e the soil, tho 
more we expose the area of the par- 
ticles of which it is composed to plant 
roots to feed on. By thorough tillage 
on most soils you can get enough phos- 
phoric acid and potash to produce good 
crops. 
Every man must decide for 
himself whether or not it is best to 
give such thorough tillage ns will ac- 
complish this or to use some commer- 
cial fertilizer in addition to the ordin- 
ary tillage.—L. A, Clinton, Acting Di- 
rector Storrs Experiment Station. 


A PEACH 
DISEASE. 


Scale or black spot troubles peaches 
frequently. 
Small 
greenlsh-brown 
spots appear on young fruit; the infest- 
ed areas turn black and the fruit rots, 
is damaged from loss of growth or be- 
comes 
misshapen. 
Affected 
leaves 
frequently become perforated, as in 
the shot-hole disease, and tho bark of 
affected twigs is discolored. The spores 
are carried by the wind, insects and 
birds, and germinate in the spring. 
Treatment: Destroy all infected fruit 
and remove and 
burn all infested 
wood in the winter. Before the buds 
swell, spray with one pound of copper 
sulphate 
to twenty-five gallons of 
water. 


\ 
PRUNING 
INTELLIGENTLY. 


Pruning should be carefully and in- 
telligently performed: 
Trees a year 
old should be severely cut back In or- 
der to produce thicker limbs. There Is 
danger in early pruning of tho bearing 
peach trees. The late fronts may kill a 
great many buds and hence a small 
crop. The manner of trimming must 
depend upon the number of live buds. 
A low head with plenty of open space 
for sunshine Is the kind preferred by 
most growers, not only for the peach, 
but for all kinds of tree fruit. By hav- 
ing low heads pruning, thinning, spray- 
ing and picking can all be more eco- 
nomically performed.—Professor L. B. 
Taft, of Michigan, 


KILLING 
BLACKBERRIES.^ 


A Washington correspondent wants 
to know how he can kill blackberry 
plants In an old patch of Kittatinny 
and also how to kill grape vines. Grape 
vines may be killed by grubbing, pro- 
vided they are cut off below tho crown. 


Blackberries may be killed quite ef- 
fectually by the following method: 
Blow off the vines with a brush scythe 
at the close of the fruiting season and 
burn on the ground as soon as dry. 
Next plow deep with a sharp plow, 
cutting only about two-thirds as much 
as the plow would turn in order that 
every root may be cut off. Soon after 
the plowing has been done, say in three 
or four days, harrow the ground thor- 
oughly, tearing out as many roots as 
possible, and exposing them to the air 
and sunshine until they are dry, when 
they should be burned. 
In two or 
three weeks the plowing and harrow- 
ing may be repeated, but I have seldom 
found that necessary. If the work has 
been done thoroughly and at the right 
time (close of fruiting season) ther^ 
will not be any sprouts to mark the 
location of the old plantation, but if 
done in the spring it would most likely 
increase, rather than diminish, the 
number of plants. 
It is important, 
therefore, that the right time be chosen 
for the work.—Z. T. Kusseil, la New 
England Homestead. 


WHIP 
GRAFT FOR 
VINES, 


Rooted cuttings or small canes of 
grapevines 
may 
be 
successfully 
changed over to better varieties by 
means of whip grafts. 
Stocks and 
scion should be of same size, cut slant- 
ing and fitted carefully together.'? Two 
strips of birch or other suitable bark 
are used for sphnts, as Illustrated, and 
the whole held in pldco by a strip of

bass matting tied as Indicated but 
wound rather more closely together 
than shown in the picture, 
Raiiia is 
commonly used (or this purpose and 
has the advantaire of being soft, strong 
and durable. The bands should be left 
on until stock and scion are well unit-

, Miss Brennan purchased a bottle of 
carbolic acid yesterday morning, and 
shortly afterwards both started out 
for a walk. 
They strayed to a se­ 
cluded spot in the midst of a forest 
and spent the entire afternoon sitting 
side by side on a rock. 
They were 
seen by several other ramblers in the 
woods, and this led to a search by the 
girl's cousin, Thomas Cavanaugh, and 
several of his friends. 
When 
the 
party came in sight of the pair Miss 
Brennan put the bottle of acid to her 
lips and drained it. 
As she did so 
Schmic started to run, with several 
of the party close on his heels. 
He 
drew a revolver and fired upon them 
three times and then, stopping, turned 
the weapon to his heart and shot hzm-

twice. 
He fell dead instantly. 
The girl suffered »reat agony, and her 
physicians hqld out scant hope lor 
recovery.

DELAWARE 


Scorge White, Murderer of Mist 
Bishop, Burned at Stake. 


HE CONFESSED THÈ CRIME 


Wilmington, Del, June iS.—A north­ 
ern mob, led by a Virginian, burned 
a negro at the stake within a few 
miles of Mason and Dixon's line. 
The victim was George F, White, a 
negro Just out of the workhouse, who 
was accused of having feloniously as­ 
saulted and stabbed to death Miss 
Helen Sv Bishop, the 17-year-old daugh­ 
ter of the Rev, Dr. E, A. Bishop. The 
crime was committed last Monday af­ 
ternoon, and over since then there 
have been mutterlngs cxf lynching the 
man. 
An effort was made Sunday night 
to get White, but it failed. Last night, 
however, as a result of the law’s slow­ 
ness and much agitation on the part 
of those who cried for vengeance, a 
mob that was estimated at 4000 men 
and boys gathered in the neighbor­ 
hood of Price’s Corner, four miles from 
here. 
They came from everywhere, 
Including Wilmington and the small 
towns to the south of the Price’s Cor­ 
ner. 
Sunday night’s lack of a leader waa 
supplied by a Virginian, whose iden­ 
tity, in the confusion and excitement, 
could not be learned. 
The police of 
Wilmington and the constables tried 
to disperse the growing crowd, but 
without avail. 
It was evident that 
hundreds came from mere curiosity, 
but once in the mob they became in­ 
flamed with the spirit pervading the 
throng and then actively Joined it. 
The real leaders were few in numbers, 
but they did their work well. 
It was 
after 10 o'clock when the march to 
the workhouse, a mile away, was 
taken up. 
The chief warden of the 
workhouse and his guards, who have 
been on almost constant duty since 
the negro was landed In the prison, 
had been warned of the coming of the 
mob, and prepared to dof<^iid tne man 
at all costs. 
Armed with pistols, shotguns and 
other weapons, the mob soon reached 
the Jail. 
A battery of railroad ties 
soon carried away the 
great outer 
door of the workhouse. 
What was 
going on inside the lockup was not 
known to the mob, nor did it seem to 
care. 
The second, third and fourth 
doors wore battered down by the for­ 
ward leaders in the attacking party 
amid the yells and cheers of those 
who wore pressing forward from tho 
rear. 
Ther the 
would-be lynchers 
were momentarily halted by a hail 
of bullets from the Inside. 
A great 
howl went up from the leaders, but 
they were pressed forward by those 
in the rear. More shooting was heard 
and there was a scramble to get out, 
but the braver ones in the attacking 
party stood their ground. 
In the fu- 
sllade that followed four persons fell, 
nil members of the mob. 
They were 
quickly carried to the rear and at­ 
tended by those who were not brave 
enough to be in the front. 
Three of 
the wouded were men and the other 
a boy. 
None of them, In the confu­ 
sion, could bo Identified except th# 
boy, who is said to be Peter Smith, 
aged 17 years. 
It was evident that the warden did 
not wUsh to slaughter the mob in tho 
prison corridor, so he directed that 
the fire hose be turned on the crowd. 
This also held the mob for a time, 
but not for long, 
A general rush was 
made, the guards were brushed aside, 
and a man hunt of tho jail was made 
for the negro. 
There are many negroes In the prison, 
but with the aid of a man who knew 
White he was quickly found. 
His cell 
door was battered open, and the cow­ 
ering, accused man, begging for • 
y, 
was drflgpced 
from 
the cell an., the 
prison. When the croM^d outside heard * 
that success had crowned the efforts 
of the lynchers a great cheer was set 
up. 
Attempts were 
made to shoot 
White on the spot, but the leaders of 
the crowd would have nothing but his 
life at the stake. 
Resistance on the 
part of the negro was useless, but his 
hands were tied behind blm. Then the 
march to the place of execution, just 
M though it were a march to the gal* 
tows in a prison, was taken up. 
It then became evident that a plan 
of execution had been previously ar­ 
ranged, but who the planners were 
Is not known. 
With torches to lead 
tha way and 4000 persons following, 
th# negro was led to the road and to 
almost the very spot wh^re the as­ 
sault took place. 
White* was glven^ 
a last chance to spoaU, Jind he con- 
faaaed to the murder of che girl 
A* 
stake kad bs^en arrani?ofi' by an adr 
vi^ce ^uard. <5t'hite was qjijc^ly chaiu: 


6d to the post, and the dry undorbush, 
aoakod with oil. was ignltod and the 
horriblo execution was on. White, suf­ 
fering intense agony, fainted and his 
body hung limp. Shots were fired into 
bts body and the victim of the mob 
waa soon dead. 
SatisHed with its night's work, the 
groater number of tho lynchers loft 
the neighborhood, many of them fear* 
arrest 
Howover. a large number 
of persons loitered at the scene, await­ 
ing developments. 
No attempt at secrecy was made by 
lihe hundreds who were in the crowd. 
One witness to me ournlnr; said: “The 
mob 'wan not composed of the city riff­ 
raff. It was mostly made up of hard­ 
working men and some of tho best of 
tho county. I saw many business men 
in the crowd.*’ 
The arrangements for the horriblo 
execution of 
White were complete. 
Bundles of straw wore secured from 
a near-by barn, and upon these wero 
piled dry underbrush. 
Fence rails 
were split and 
added to tho 
pyre, 
which was thoroughly soaked with 
kerosene. The negro wes then bound 
from shoulders to feet with a heavy 
rope and thrown upon the biasing 
pile. 
White’s Confession. 
Before the torch was applied White 
confessed his guilt and prayed fer­ 
vently for mercy. His confession was 
a complete admission of everything 
that had been charged against him 
and even more. 
In the main it waa 
as follows: 
“I was sent by Mr. Woodward down 
to the cornfield to try some corn, and 
I saw Mr. Woodward’s daughter and 
intended to assault her, but a couple 
of men came along in a wagon and I 
did not. 
Then I saw the Bishop girl 
and I followed her. 
I seized her and 
asked her is she had any money she 
would give me to let her go. She gave 
me half a dollar and two flive-cent 
pieces. 
Then I seized her and she 
cried: Tlease don’t hurt me.’ I choked 
her and assaulted her. Then I asked 
her if she was going to tell on me, 
and she said she was. 
Then I gave 
her a hack In the 
throat with my 
knife, and asked her again if she was 
going to tell on me. 
She said she 
was. and then I cut her throat twice 
again and left her. 
''Then I went back to Mr. Wood­ 
ward and told him there was no good 
water to drink down there, and he 
sent me somewhere else. I went bark 
once, but soon left. Then I went back 
to the house and put on a light hat 
Instead of the cap that I wore. 
You 
would not do this If I was a white 
man and did this.” 
The swift and dire punishment met­ 
ed out to the perpetrator of the terri­ 
ble crime is the sole topic of conversa­ 
tion, but the details aro calmly re-^ 
hearsed. Public sentiment appears to 
deplore the resort to mob violence, but 
Uie consensus of opinion is that sum­ 
mary vengeance alone could atone for 
the brutal outrage upon the life and 
the honor of the young girl. 
It is 
generally believed that had the courts 
brought the murderer to speedy trial 
the tragedy would have been averted. 
The Judges who had postponed action 
’ upon the case of the confessed assail­ 
ant of Miss Bishop explain their action 
by stating that popular prejudice and 
indignation would have precluded tho 
possibility of a fair trial for the cul­ 
prit. 
It is not known as /e t what action 
tho state authorities will take. 
Gov­ 
ernor Hunn says he will confer with 
Attorney Genera! H. H. Ward. 
The 
latter 
made a brief 
statement, in 
which ho said 
that the 
state will 
await the result of the coroner’s in­ 
quest. and that every effort would bo 
exerted to ascertain the names of the 
leaders. 
Coroner McO^rmJck has not 
fixed the date for the Inquest. 
Deputy Coroner Killmer, who visit­ 
ed Price’s Corner, the scene of the 
lynching, found little to view. 
All 
semblance of 
the human 
form in 
W hite’s body had been obliterated by 
the avenging^fire and the morbidly 
curious relic hunters. 
A small por­ 
tion of 
the trunk 
and one or two 
charred bones 
were recovered and 
tal^en to the morgue. 
Of the hun­ 
dreds of personi5 who visited the spot 
where the funeral pyre was lighted 
scarcely one left without some ghastly 
memento. 
One man carried away a 
foot that had not been 
consumed. 
Fragments of clothing, pieces of wood, 
cinders and any article that bore mute 
testimony of 
the mob’s 
work were 
eagerly sougbt 
Police Maka An Arreft, 
Arthur 
Corwell 
was arrested by 
State Detective Francis. He came from 
Baltimore, and is charged with having 
been a party to the lynching. 
He 1» 
held on the charge oi murder. 
The 
police ofllclals have little to fiay re­ 
garding the affolr^ 
It is said that 
state and city detei^'tives were In the 
crowd MciU 'dy nigjit aud reiiognlzed 
of thoBt who jariji ipat^il In t^e 


burning. 
Colonel James McComb, a. 
wealthy 
retired 
capitalist, of Clay^ 
mont. called on the police authorities» 
and told them ho would go ball for alli 
persons arrested In connection wltbi 
the lynching. 
When he heard of the» 
arrest he again called at the police^ 
station and offored to go ball for thai 
prisoner.'but this tho authorities would) 
not allow. 
Attorney General Ward said that h<^ 
expected more arrests, that there werev 
12 leader« in the mob> and that they* 
would be arrested as soon as tho 
lice could locate thorn. 
Rev. D r E. A. Bishop, father of the» 
murdered Rlrl, In an Interview doploredi 
tho mob law which had terminated tho» 
life of his daughter’s assailant, 
Hoi 
said that 
his wife 
was in dollcato^ 
health, but since hearing of the lynch­ 
ing and knowing of White’s confession 
she seemed much improved. 
It is hhli 
intention to take Mrs. Bishop to Bur-, 
lington county, N, J., if her condltlanj 
shall permit. 
Ho had been aware for several day*, 
ho said, of the purpose of tho citizens* 
and had so notified the police. 
Mr. 
Bishop sat up with his sick wife last 
niRht, and 
when tho mob 
arrlvedj . 
with the victim shouts could be heard; 
at tho house, the bedroom windows ot* 
which command a view of the spot 
where the negro was executed. 
Mrs. 
Bishop hearing tho shouts and the pls- 
tcl shots became extremely nervous 
and asked if the prisoner was in the» 
hands of tho mob. 
In order to quiet 
her Mr. Bishop replied that the crowd 
was only celebrating. 
No member of 
the family was present at the lynchinf.

HOW TO CLEAN CARPETS, 


'A method of cleaning cari>ets which 
has been pronounced in every way sat- 
isfactory is to make a suds of good, 
white soap and hot water, adding 
enough fuller's earth to secure the con« 
Bistency of cream, says the rhiladel- 
phla Inquirer. 
Then, after providing 
a number of clean cloths, a scrubbing 
brush, a large si>ougc and a bucket 
of fresh water, pour some of the clean- 
ing mixture into a bowl, dip the brush 
into it, and brush a small piece of the 
carpet at a time, washing it with the 
sponge and cold water, and drying with 
the cloths. When it has all been gone 
over in this way, let it dry. 


W^ALL PAPER DESIGNS. 


There has been an Interesting revival 
of old designs in wall paper, the orig- 
inal blocks being used, in some cases, 
for reprinting. The old-fashioned land- 
scape papers once used in halls are 
shown, and are considered very ef- 
fective in combination with Colonial- 
shaped mahogany furnltui^e. Pictures 
cannot be hung against such papor, 
and for this reason it might better bo 
used as a deep frieze. Other old-fash- 
ioned designs are of botanically impos- 
sible, Tljut cheerful in color baskets of 
fruits and flowers.

HOW TO MAKE CHERRY TARTS. 


For those I made a number of what 
the bakers call pate-cases, cutting the 
first round of light pastry about the 
size of a large biscuit, making three 
or four layers of the same size, and 
with a smaller cutter taking a round 
out of the middle of each of these. 
Then I piled them carefully on top of 
each other, leaked them and set them 
aside to cool. I picked out firm, well- 
shaped cherries, washed them and put 
them over the fire in a syrup made of 
one cupful of sugar to one pint of 
water. 
I stewed them very slowly 
until they were tender, but not crushed, 
and put them aside to cool. At the 
last moment I filled the pastry-shapes 
with the stewed cherries. 
The syrup 
was not all used, but I put it aside for 
further use. The tarts were arran-^ed 
on dishes, and branches of cherry-blos- 
soms laid about them. 
I must not 
forget to say that we ¿ad to send to 
town for the cherHes, as we have not 
yet come to the point when the ripe 
fruit and the blossoms can be picked 
from the same tree.—Woman's Home 
Companion, 


Cup Pudding for Invalids—A small 
teaspoonful of fiour, trifle, of salt and a 
dessertspoonful of cold water; then 
pour in a teacupful of boiling milk, 
stirring all the time. When cold, add 
a well beaten fresh egg, see that the 
mixture 
Is quite free 
from lumps, 
sweeten with a little sugar, pour into 
a buttered mold and bake for about 
twenty minutes. 


Potato Puff—To one cupful of mashed 
potatoes stir in one tablespoonful of 
melted butter, beating until creamy 
(the more they are beaten the more 
creamy they will be); beat the whites 
of two eggs until stiff, add to the po- 
tatoes half a cupful of cream; salt and 
pepper to season, then add the whites 
of the eggs; turn Into a buttered bak- 
ing dish and bake In a moderate oven 
fifteen minutes; the potatoes will puff 
and be very light. 


White and Gold Salad—Pare, core 
and cut nicely flavored apples Into dice 
and sprinkle lightly with powdered 
sugar to keep them white. 
Prepare 
the same quantity of orange dice, leave 
unsweetened, also $ame quantity of 
bananas, sprinkle a little lemon julco 
over these and sprinkle with sugar. 
Arrange these in sections in a salad 
bowl, marking off each separate kind 
of fruit with lines formed with tiny 
sprays of cress. 
Serve a sweet salad 
dressing with this. 


Banana 
Custard—Rub four 
table* 
spoonfuls of corn starch in a little 
cold water; have one quart of water 
boiling in an agate pan; add the corn 
starch and water and stir until thick- 
»ened; add two level tablespoonfuls 
of butter, one cupful of sugar; let 
cook whi!^ beating the yolks of three 
eggs; pour a little of the hot mixture 
over them; return all to the fire and 
cook one minute; remove, and when 
cool add thiee bananas cut in very 
small pieces; beat the whites of three 
eggs; add three tablespoonfuls of pow- 
d^ed sugar and the juice of half a 
lemon; pour the custard in a glass 
di^h; heat thi^ beaten whites ou top; 
browa slightly in the oven.

THE CULMINATION OF A WANDERER’S AMBITION.

By thorough tillage 
on most soils you can get enough phos­ 
phoric acid and potash to produce good 
crops. 
Every man must decide for 
himself whether or not it is best to 
give such thorough tillage as will ac­ 
complish this or to use some commer­ 
cial fertilizer in addition to the ordin­ 
ary tillage.—L. A. Clinton, Acting Di­

A PEACH DISEASE. 
Scale or black spot troubles peaches 
frequently. 
Small 
greenish-brown 
spots appear on young fruit; the Infest­ 
ed areas turn black and the fruit rots, 
is damaged from loss of growth or be­ 
comes misshapen. 
Affected leaves 
fi'equently become perforated, as in 
tho shot-hole disease, and the bark of 
affected twigs is discolored. The spores 
are carried by the wind, insects and 
birds, and germinate in the spring. 
Treatment: Destroy all Infected fruit 
and remove and burn all infested 
wood in the winter. Before the buds 
swell, spray with one pound of copper 
sulphate to twenty-five gallons of 
water. 


PRUNING INTELLIGENTLY.'' 
Pruning should be carefully and In­ 
telligently performed'. 
Trees a year 
old should be severely cut back In or­ 
der to produce thicker limbs. There is 
danger in early pruning of the bearing 
peach trees. The late frosts may kill a 
great many buds and hence a small 
crop. The manner of trimming must 
depend upon the number of live buds. 
A low head with plenty of open space 
for sunshine is the kind preferred by 
most growers, not only for the peach, 
but for all kinds of tree fruit. By hav­ 
ing low beads pruning, thinning, spray­ 
ing and picking can all be more eco­ 
nomically performed.—Professor L. B. 
Taft, of Michigan. 


KILLING BLACKBERRIES.' 
'A Washington correspondent wants 
to know how he can kill blackberry 
plants in an old patch of Kittatinny 
and also how to kill grape vines. Grape 
vines may be killed by grubbing, pro­ 
vided they are cut off below tho crown. 
Blackberries may be killed quite ef­ 
fectually by the following method: 
Blow off the vines with a brush scythe 
at the close of the fruiting season and 
burn on the ground as soon as dry. 
Next plow deep with a sharp plow, 
cutting only about two-thirds as much 
as the plow would turn in order that 
every root may be cut off. Soon after 
the plowing has been done, say in three 
or four days, harrow the ground thor­ 
oughly, tearing out as many roots as 
possible, and exposing them to the air 
and sunshine until they are dry, when 
they should be burned. 
In two or 
three weeks the plowing and harrow­ 
ing may be repeated, but I have seldom 
found that necessary. If the work has 
been done thoroughly and at the right 
time (close of fruiting season) there 
will not be any sprouts to mark the 
location of the old plantation, but If 
done In the spring it would most likely 
Increase, rather than diminish, the 
number of plants. 
It Is important, 
therefore, that the right time be chosen 
for the work.—Z. T. Russell, la New 
England Homestead.

Stevenson, of Alleghouy county, and 
HerbertL. Ames,of Lycoming; Auditor 
General, Elisba Kent Kane, of McKean 
county> State Treasurer, H. D, Patton, 
Lancaster county. 


The resolutions are exceedingly volu* 
miuous and denunciatory. 
They declaro 
for suffrage without distinction or sex 
and denounce the new libel law In un* 
Measured terms, excusing Governor Pen- 
nypackei as '*the docile creature of a 
malevolent master," and placiu^i the odi* 
Um of the enactment on Senator Quay.

An Owl that Heard the Battle

Being observed by some Union .sol 
diers the sharp shooter was shot and 
killed while sitting on this limb, a fact 
which is well authenticated by residents 
of Gettysburg. 
It is claimed by some 
Ihat this same sharp shooter kiJled Gen- 
erals Weed and Vincent, of the Fifth 
army corps, on the second day of the 
fight when this corps came to the rescue 
of General Sickles of the Third corps.

h 6 w TO CLEAN CARPETS. 
'A method of cleaulng cari>ets which 
has been pronounced In every way sat­ 
isfactory Is to make a suds of good, 
w’hlto soap and hot water, adding 
enough fuller’s earth to secure the con- 
Blstency of cream, says the rhlladel- 
phla Inquirer. 
Then, after providing 
a number of clean cloths, a scrubbhig 
brush, a large si>onge and a bucket 
of fresh water, pour some of the clean­ 
ing mixture Into a bowl, dip tho brush 
into It, and brush a small piece of tho 
carpet at a time, washing It w ith tho 
sponge and cold w'ator, and drying -with 
the cloths. W hen It has all been gone 
over In this way, let It dry. 


WALL PA PER DESIGNS. 
There has been an Interesting revival 
of old designs In w'all paper, the orig­ 
inal blocks being used. In some cases, 
for reprinting. The old-fashioned land­ 
scape papers once used In halls are 
shown, and are considered very ef­ 
fective Iu combination w ith Colonial- 
shaped mahogany furniture.

HOW TO MAKE CHERRY TARTS. 
For these I made a number of w hat 
the bakers call pate-cases, cutting tho 
first round of light pastry about the 
size of a largo biscuit, making three 
or four layers of the same size, and 
with a smaller cutter taking a round 
out of the middle of each of these. 
Then I piled them carefully on top of 
eacii other, baked them and set them 
aside to cool. I picked out firm, w^ell- 
shaped cherries, washed them and put 
them over the fire In a syrup made of 
one cupful of sugar to one pint of 
water. 
I stewed them very slowl.y 
until they w'ere tender, but not crushed, 
and put them aside to cool. 
At the 
last moment I filled the pastry-shapes 
w ith the stewed cherries. 
The syrup 
W'as not all used, but I put It aside for 
further use. The tarts were arranged 
on dishes, and branches of cherry-blos­ 
soms laid about them. 
I must not 
forget to say that we bad to send to 
town for the cherries, as w e have not 
yet come to the point W’hen the ripe 
fruit and the blossoms can be picked 
from the same tree.—Woman’s Home 
Companion. 


Cup Pudding for Invalids—A small 
teaspoonful of fiour, trifle, of salt and a 
dessertspoonful of cold w ater; then 
pour in a teacupful of boiling milk, 
stirring all the time. .When cold, add 
a well beaten fresh egg, see th a t the 
mixture 
is quite free 
from lumps, 
sweeten w ith a little sugar, pour Into 
a buttered mold and bake for about 
tw enty minutes.

Was Not Mrs. Lower. 


The mystery of the identity ofthe wo- 
man who committed suicide in Gettys- 
burg June 12 by cutting her throat re- 
mains unsolved. 


Mrs. John Keever, of Hanover, who 
was fairly well convinced, from what she 
had learned up to Friday night, that the 
suicide was her sister, Mrs Henry N, 
Lower, formerly of Arendtsville, after 
viewing the body on Saturday came to 
the positive conclusion that the remains 
were not those of her sister Sadie. 


Mrs. Keever went to Gettysburg Sat» 
urday, where she met her brother, Henry 
Neidich, of Hampton, and Henry N. 
Lower, of Arendtsville, her sister's hus- 
band. With permission of Rev. Father 
T. J. Crotty, and under the direction of 
undertaker Garlach, the grave iu the 
Catholic cemetcry, wherein reposed the 
remains, was opened, iu the presence of 
a large crowd of morbidly curious men, 
women and children, whom a policeman 
detailed for that purpose could hardly 
keep in check. 


The suicide's supposed husband, broth- 
er and sister, Mrs, Keever, closely in- 
spected the remains, which were found 
in good preservation. 
Aft^r the exami- 
nation all three declared positively that 
the body was not that of Mrs. Lower, 
nee Sadie Neidich. Henry Neidich said 
he had not at any time believed the re- 
port that the suicide was his sister Sadie 
because he had been told that she was 
seen and spoken to recently in Baltimore, 
where she is living in comfortable cir- 
cumstances and is well content, despite 
her non-communication with her rela- 
tions in this section. 


Henry Lower was equally positive in 
declaring that the body was not that of 
his wife. 
While there were some feat- 
ures of greater or less resemblance, it was 
certainly not the woman he married.

Heavy Hailstorms in Carroll* 


Heavy hailstorms occurred in parts of 
Franklin and Freedom districts of Car- 
roll county, Saturday evening. The area 
which the storms covered was iimitcdi 
but the amount of damages was enorm* 
ous 
Wheat aud corn crops were cut to 
pieces and apples, pears aud late cher^ 
ries were knocked from the trees. Ono 
storm extended from below Elderaburg 
to Bird Hill and was about a mile ia 
width, Luther M. Bushey, of Porters is 
probably the heaviest loser—110 acres of 
wheat, all of his corn and fruit are com* 
pletely ruined. His loss will not be less 
than 13,000. Monday morning a num* 
her of farmers started mowers iu their 
wheat fields to try and save a little of 
their ruined crop. 
A second storm, of 
short duration, and only a few hundred 
yards in width, passed near Wlnfield iu 
Franklin district. 
T h e hail seemed 
strictly confined within certain limits, 
for while the whole of Mr. Bushey'a 
crops were destroyed, those of a neigh* 
bor just across the road were untouched« 
The hailstones were as large as hickory 
nuts, and fell at a terrific Vate for ten 
minutes. The storm was accompanied 
by high winds and heavy rains which 
also d i d considerable damage. 
Mr. 
Bushey said that the hail was from five 
to six inches iu depth on his farm aa 
hour after the storm. Back of the house 
where the hail rolled oiT the roof, there 
w a s 
a drift three feet in 
depth. 
One field of corn was cut to pieces and 
blown away by the high winds, not. 
enough of the stalks being left to show 
where the rows formerly were.

Stevenson, of Allogbeny county, and 
Herbert L. Ames,of Lycoming; Auditor 
General, .Eiisba Kent Kane, of McKean 
county } State Treasurer, H. D, Patton, 
Lancaster county. 
The resolutions are exceedingly volu­ 
minous andden unclato ry. They declare 
for suffrage without distinction or sex 
and denounce the new libel law in un* 
measured terms, excusing Governor Pen- 
nypackei as “the docile creature of a 
malevolent master,” and plncin^,^ the odi. 
Um of the enactment on Senator Quay. 
Nearly all the crimes iu the category ure 
charged to the old parties and the only 
salvation for Stale and nation, it is de­ 
clared, 1s to be found In tho principles of 
ihe Prohibition party and their enact­ 
ment Into law. 


An Owl that Heard the Battle

presented tho York County Bistoricul 
Nuciety with a iiuu specimen of a barbed 
owl mounted on the branch of a tree 
from which it was shot a few days after 
Ihe battle of Gettysburg 
The owl is supposed to have heard the 
fierce cannonading and rattle of musket­ 
ry of this battle oi the civil war from tho 
branch on which it Is now perched.

Being observed by some Union .sol 
(tiers the sharp shooter was shot and 
killed whllo sitting on this limb, a fact 
which is well aulbenlicated by residents 
of Gettysburg. It is claimed by soiue 
that liiis same sharp shooter killed Gen* 
crals Weed and Vincent, of tho Fifth 
army corps, on the second day of tiie 
fight when this corps came to the rescu« 
of General Sickles of tho Third corps.

Employers must be 
able to produce a certificate for each 
child employed. 


Rendered Insane byr Brooding Over 
Fitutncial Lott. 
Nathan Kirssin, a brother of Lewis 
Kirssin^ clothier and dry goods dealer of 
Gettysburg, went suddenly Insane at the 
latter’s home at an early hour Thursday 
morning, becoming a raging maniac and 
displaying a violence that rendered him 
exceedingly dangerous. Mr, Kirssin, it 
appears, has been conducting a store at 
Taneytown, Md., but he met with finan­ 
cial losses and brooded deeply over his 
misfortune. He had been in bad health, 
too, and his physical condition, coupled 
with his mental trouble, is supposed to 
have been responsible for'his sudden 
outbreak of lunacy. ) le came to Gettys­ 
burg recently to seek a needed rest, at 
his brother’s home, while another broth 
er, who clerked in the Gettysburg store, 
went to Tansy town to take charge of the 
business there. 
It was about 4 o’clock Thursday morn* 
ing when the lit of insanity seized Nathan 
Kirssin. He got up and made his way 
into the street, howling like the madman 
that he had suddenly becomc. His cries 
attracted attention and he was taken 
back to his br<ither’s. It was after this 
epiHode tbat Kirssin became violent. He 
broke one of the windows, dashing his 
fist through the glasb, and overturned 
furniture in his delirium. It took three 
persons to hold him. He attacked Mrs. 
Kirssin, bit his father and scratched his 
brother. He cursed and struggled and 
almost frothed at the mouth in his in­ 
sane rage. 
At one time he gave his 
brother a terrible kick in the abdomen. 
Dr. H. L. Diehl was hastily summon 
ed, but could do nothing with the mani­ 
ac, who refused to take the medicine of­ 
fered him. He thieatened to kill the 
doctor and it was found necessary to tie 
him down with ropes in order to prevent 
him from doing bodily harm to the phy­ 
sician and to those around him. 
Young Kirssin conducted a store in 
the Miller building on Carlisle street, 
this place, about two years ago.

must of a necessity be equally product- 
ive of good to the equines. Tho Gov- 
ernment, therefore, not only provides 
for Invalids of the human species in the 
free bathhousor but for equine animals 
suffering from diseases of various kinds 
as well. The springs are popular with 
tho blueblooded animal stock of the 
country, and many race horses with 
records and pedigrees of high and low 
degree make regular pilgrimages to the 
resort,—New York Tribune. 


A Seagull Who Kept Trytt for Twenty. 


four Consecutive Years. 


Out in the ocean, about four miles 
off the shore of Rhode Island and just 
south of Narragansett bay, 
is 
an- 
chored Brenton's Reef lightship. Some 
32 years ago the lonely watchers on 
the ship had their attention attracted 
by a seagull that so far put aside hla 
wild nature as to awim close to the 
vessel In search of food. The friend- 
liness and trustfulness of the bird im- 
mediately won the hearts of the keep- 
ers, and soon he was supplied with 
all the food he wanted. Not only this, 
but every day. without a break, the 
bird, which by this time the men had 
named ''Dick." came back, and Just 
a» regularly was he supplied. 
This 
soon grew into a habit; and the prep- 
aration of Dick's allowance become 
one of the cook's fixed duties.- 


There 
would 
have 
been nothing 
very remarkable in a wild sea fowl 
following an Instinct that led it to re- 
peat a search for food so regularly 
and so bountifully successful, were it 
not for its later history. 
One day 
near 
the 
first 
April 
follow- 
ing Dick's appearance at the lightship 
he was missed, and was not seen again 
until about the 1st of the next October 
when the same program of dally feed- 
ing was resumed and kept up as dur- 
ing the previous year. 
Then, as the 
1st of April drew near, Dick would 
again take himself off to his summer 
bome. wherever that might be. only 
faithfully to return with the following 
October. 


Thi's repeated going and coming, 
with the constant round of daily feed- 
Ing, was kept up for 24 consecutive 
years; and Capt. Edward Fogarty. in 
charge of the lightship, writes to us 
that the last seen of the old fellow 
was in April, 1895. when, according 
to his custom, he left for his summer 
^'lacation. but. for the first time in 
24 years, failed to return the next 
October. 


What became of him no one knows. 
His great age may have so enfeebled 
him that he was unequal to the long 
flight to and from his unknown sum- 
mer home. 
He may have chosen to 
stay there, or he may have died of old 
age. 


It was noticed by the ship's keepers 
that during his last visit Dick plainly 
showed the effects of his increasing 
years, and that he was no longer able 
to hold his own with the other gulls 
in maintaining his exclusive right to 
the bounty thrown out from the light- 
ship. 


The Smitlrsonlan institution knew 
the history of Dick's visits and was 
desirous of 
obtaining 
his 
remains 
when he died. but. while it is pos- 
sible that in his later life he might 
have been captured and forced to end 
his days on shipboard, there was not 
one on board the lightship so false as 
to make, the attempt or to permit it 
in others. 


The report of Dick's arrival and de- 
parture were faithfully recorded by 
the captain in his ship's records as 
if they were an Important item of 
marine news, and in the neighborhood 
of Newport, at least, he was as' well 
known a character as any pet elephant 
or monkey within tne safe confines 
of a zoological garden is to the girls 
and boys in the cities.

New Gralnflelds. 


Twenty years ago the fever of emig- 
ration was kindled in the veins of the 
sturdy farmers of the northwest by 
the promises held out by the fertile 
lands of the Red river of the north, 
whose valley lay on either side be- 
tween the states of Minnesota and the 
Dakotas, some 300 miles west of the 
head of Lake Superior. Those promis- 
es have been richly fulfilled, and the 
valley has been settled by substantial 
agriculturists, whose annual contribu« 
tion to the food supply of the world 
has essentially increased the export 
trade of the country and added still 
more to the Internal commerce. 
Now 
wo are In a fair way to see a still 
greater development of production to 
the northward in the valleys of the 
Saskatchewan and its tributaries, and 
of the Assiniboin, rivers flowing east 
and north into Lake Winnipeg, a ter- 
ritory embracing the three Canadian 
provinces of Manitoba, Assiniboia and 
Alberta, 
Immigration is flowing into 
this region at a relatively rapid rate, 
the addition to the population for the 
past year being reckoned at 200,000.—; 
New York Times. 


The new processes used in tanning 
are most surprising, lieather used t« 
be tanned by soaking it for seven 
daj'-s in a weak solution of hemloci'. 
or oak bark to give it color, then ifl 
pits of stronger solution for six weeks, 
removing the hides every day or so; 
then in "lay-away" pits still stronger 
for another six weeks; by filling thenc 
with new bark for another six week^ 
soak, and repeating this last operation 
three or four times.

good leather, but it took from six to 
eight months. To-day even the thick- 
est hide can be tanned by chemicals in 
three hours. 


No more striking example of the pre- 
cision required in engineering under* 
takings can be found than the boring 
of the famous 
St. Gothard 
tunnel 
through the Alps. 
Work was begun 
simultaneously at both ends, nearly 
ten miles apart. Foot by foot the rock 
was blasted out under the guidance of 
men who relied primarily on instru- 
ments which they carried with them 
as the work proceeded. When the last 
sheet of rock was broken through and 
the men of each end shook hands, it 
was found that there was a difference 
of level of only four inches, and that 
the true line had been swerved from 
only eight inches. Still more remark- 
able accuracy may be e^fpected of the 
engineers who are now boring the 
Simplón tunnel through the Alps.

Was Not Mrs. Lower. 
The mystery of the identity of the wo­ 
man who committed suicide iu Gettys­ 
burg June 12 by cutting her throat re­ 
mains unsolved. 
Mrs. John Keever, of Hanover, who 
was fairly well convinced, from what she 
had learned up to Friday night, that the 
suicide was her sister. Mis Henry N. 
Lower, formerly of Arendtsvillc, after 
viewing the body on Saturday came to 
the positive conclusion that the remains 
were not those of her sister Sadie. 
Mrs. Keever went to Gettysburg Sat­ 
urday, where she met her brother, Henry 
Neidich, of Hampton, and Henry N. 
Lower, of Arendtsvillc, her sister’s hus­ 
band. With permission of Rev. Father 
T. J. Grotty, and under the direction of 
undertaker Garlach, the grave iu the 
Catholic cemetcry, wherein reposed the 
remains, was opened, in the presence of 
a large crowd of morbidly curious men, 
women and children, whom a policeman 
detailed for that purpose could hardly 
keep in check. 
The suicide’s supposed husband, broth­ 
er and sister, Mrs. Keever, closely in­ 
spected the remains, which w'erc found 
in gcod preservation. After the exami­ 
nation all three declared positively that 
the body was not that of Mrs. Low’cr, 
nee Sadie Neidich, Henry Neidich said 
he had not at any time believed the re­ 
port that the suicide was bis sister Sadie 
because he had been told that she was 
seen and spoken to recently in Baltimore, 
where she is living in comfortable cir­ 
cumstances and is well content, despite 
her non-communication with her rela­ 
tions in this section. 
Henry Lower was equally positive in 
declaring that the body was not that of 
his wife. 
Wiiile there were some feat­ 
ures of greater or less resemblance, it was 
certainly not the woman he married. 


Heavy Hailstorms in Carroll. 
Heavy hailstorms occurred iu parts of 
Franklin and Freedom districts of Car­ 
roll county, Saturday evening. The area 
which the storms covered was limitedi 
but the amount of damages was enorm­ 
ous 
Wheat aud corn crops were cut to 
pieces and apples, pears and late chcr-^ 
ries were knocked from the trees.

The hailstones were as largo as hickory 
nuts, and fell at a terrific Vate for ten 
minutes. Tho storm was accompanied 
by high winds and heavy rains which 
also d id couiiiderable damage.

THE AUTOCRAT IN WAR. 


lit Utility Shown by th« Recant Mil- 
itary Maneuvers In Franc«. 


The fact that nigh a hundred thou- 
sand horses perished in tho South Ai- 
ioan campaign is enough to make on© 
pause and ponder seriously orer ftuy 
possible escape 
from so 
appalling 
a waste of human substance, says a 
London newspaper. Be that as it may, 
there are no two opinions as to ono 
fact—that whatever the fighting force» 
the means of providing thetn with food 
must be as efficient, rapid and certain 
as possible. 
It is here that the auto- 
car must triumph all along the line. 
After the French maneuvers were con- 
cluded there was uo longer room for 
doubt. 
A force of 100,000 men has 
been victualled wlfh an ease and ra- 
pidity hitherto unknown, and It is ex- 
pected that orders for automobile wa- 
gons will be Issued from the French 
war office on a liberal scale. The chief 
factor in the undoubted efficiency of 
the automobile service has been the 
•'train Scotte," a steam-propelled wa- 
gon which has worked wonders. 
The 
Dietrich and Panhard-Levessor trucks 
have also established their utility. To 
show the vital 
difference 
between 
mechanical and animal traction it is 
only necessary to mention that 
the 
Scotte motor, drawing ten trucks, can 
feed an army of 72.000 men and with 
only two men in charge of the con- 
voy. 
With animal traction no fewer 
than 36 horses would bo required, even 
if the roads were perfect and enough 
men to lead them, while even then 
four days would be necessary to com- 
plete the ground that the Scatte con- 
voy effected in one! 


How Islands Acquire Vegetation. 
Nature in her slow, leisurely way is 
making a highly instructive experiment 
for use to show how islands may ac- 
quire their vegetation. 
Just 2-0 years 
ago the most stupendous volcanic erup- 
tion of modern times destroyed all life, 
animal axid vegetable, in the Island 
of Krakatoa. 
Three years later Dr. 
Treub visited the place 
and 
found 
some lowly microscopic algae settling 
on the pumice and lava. 
These, it 
seemed, acted as decomposing agency, 
and prepared the way for ferns, which 
soon began to appear. 
Then followed 
a few flowering plants, probably from 
driftseeds. 
Five years ago there had 
settled 62 species of vascular plants, 
50 of these being flowering species and 
representing 
21 natural orders. 
AH 
these Mr. Botting Hemsley, of 
the 
Key Gardens, thinks reached the is- 
lands independently of man. He com- 
putes that about 8 per cent were car- 
ried by birds, 32 per cent borne by 
the wind and over 60 per cent cast up 
by the sea waves. 
In time without 
man's aid the island, 20 miles from its 
nearest neighbor, will be again cov- 
ered with vegetation. 


Electricity In Spain.

1901 there were altogether 639 cities 
and towns with electric central power 
stations. 
In the district of Barcslona 
alone there are now more than 800

With the best will in the world, 
writes Elizabeth Kobüirs Pcnuell, lu 
Harper's Öazar, I have discovered little 
about the classical kitchen, except that 
it existed, that It probably stood apart 
from the house, and that sometimes it 
was provided with a chimney.

of holes round the roof takes the pluco 
of our chimney. 
But tho old classical 
cooks had such a reverence for their 
art—the "godlike art of cooking,'* some 
of them called it—that no doubt thc^v 
understood how to control tho holes 
we think so barbarous. 
Cooks who 
could quote Homer and knew Plato by 
heart, and who thought tho mastery of 
all the arts and scleuces a mere ])i'e- 
paratory course to the study of cook- 
ery, never could have been -Willing to 
work in a kitchcu reeking Avith smoke 
like a crofter's cottngc. 
Indeed, one 
among them went so far as to declare 
an architectural training necessary to 
tho cook, so that he might build his 
kitchen to suit, himself, and secure tho 
right amount of light, and avoid being 
exposed to all tho winds that blow, for 
smoke, he Avisely observed, according 
to which way it goes, makes a great 
dilTcrenco "when you dress a dinner. 
And I fancy there arc times when 
tho chef to-day "would be willing to 
give up his chimney for the chance of 
playing his own architect.

A SMgull Who Kept Tryst for Tw#nty* 
four Consecutive Years. 
Out in the ocean, about four miles 
off the shore of Rhode Island and just 
south of Narragansett bay.

chored Brenton’s Reef lightship. Some 
32 years ago the lonely watchers -on 
the ship had their attention attracted 
by a seagull that so far put aside his 
wild nature as to swim close to the 
vessel In search of food. The friend­ 
liness and trustfulness of the bird im­ 
mediately won the hearts of the keep­ 
ers, and soon he was supplied with 
all the food he wanted. Not only this, 
but every day, without a break, the 
bird, which by this time the men had 
named “Dick,” came back, and Just 
a» regularly was h« supplied. 
This 
soon grew into a habit; and the prep­ 
aration of Dick’s allowance become 
one of the cook’s fixed duties.- 
There 
would 
have 
been nothing 
very remarkable In a wild sea fowl 
following an Instinct that led it to re­ 
peat a search for food so regularly 
and so bountifully successful, were it 
not for its later history. 
One day 
near 
the 
first 
April 
follow­ 
ing Dick’s appearance at the lightship 
he was missed, and was not seen again 
until about the 1st of the next October 
when the same program of dally feed­ 
ing was resumed and kept up as dur­ 
ing the previous year. 
Then, as the 
1st of April drew near, Dick would 
again take himself off to his summer 
home, wherever that might be, only 
faithfully to return with the following 
October. 
Thl's repeated going and coming, 
with the constant round of dally feed­ 
ing, was kept up for 24 consecutive 
years; and Capt. Edward Fogarty, In 
charge of the lightship, writes to us 
that the last seen of the old fellow 
Avas in April, 1895, when, according 
to his custom, he left for his summer 
A'acation, but, for the first time in 
24 years, failed to return the next 
October. 
What became of him no one knows. 
His great age may have so enfeebled 
him that he was unequal to the long 
flight to and from his unknown sum­ 
mer home. 
He may have chosen to 
stay there, or he may have died of old 
age. 
It was noticed by the ship’s keepers 
that during his last visit Dick plainly 
showed the effects of his increasing 
years, and that he Avas no longer able 
to hold his own with the other gulls 
in maintaining his exclusive right to 
the bounty thrown out from the light­ 
ship. 
The Smithsonian Institution knew 
the history of Dick's visits and was 
desirous of obtaining his 
remains 
when ho died, but, while it is pos­ 
sible that in his later life he might 
have been captured and forced to end 
his days on shipboard, there was not 
one on board the lightship so false as 
to make, the attempt or to permit it 
in others. 
The report of Dick’s arrival and de 
parture were faithfully recorded by 
the captain In his ship’s records as 
if they were an important item of 
marine news, and in the neighborhood 
of NeAvport, at least, he was as' well 
known a character as any pet elephant 
or monkey within tne safe confines 
of a zoological garden Is to the girls 
and boys in the cities.

provinces of Manitoba, Asslnibola and 
Alberta. 
Immigration is flowing into 
this region at a relatively rapid rate, 
the addition to the population for the 
past year being reckoned at 200,000.—!

good leather, but it took from six to 
eight months. To-day even tho thick­ 
est hide can be tanned by chemicals in 
three hours. 


No more striking example of the pre« 
cisión required in engineering under* 
takings can be found than the boring 
of the famous 
St. Gothard 
tunnel 
through the Alps. 
Work was begun 
simultaneously at both ends, nearlj 
ten miles apart. Foot by foot the rock 
A\'as blasted out under the guidance of 
men A\'ho relied primarily on instru­ 
ments which they carried with them' 
as the work proceeded. When the last 
sheet of rock was broken through and 
the men of each end shook hands. It 
was found that there was a difference 
of level of only four inches, and that 
the true line had been swerved from 
only eight inches. Still more remark­ 
able accuracy may be e^fpected of the 
engineers who are now boring the 
Simplon tunnel through the Alps.

Its Utility Shown by th« Rectnt MIU 
Itary Maneuvers In Franc#. 
The fa d that nigh a hundred thou­ 
sand horseB perished in tho South Ai- 
ican campaign is enough to make ono 
pause and ponder seriously orer any 
possible escape 
from so 
appalling 
a waste of human substance, says a 
London newspaper. Be that as it may, 
there are no two opinions as to ono 
fact—that whatever the fighting force, 
the means of providing thetn with food 
must be as efficient, rapid and certain 
as possible. It is here that the auto­ 
car must triumph all along the line. 
After the French maneuvers were con­ 
cluded there was no longer room for 
doubt. 
A force of 100,000 men has 
been victualled with an ease and va* 
pidity hitherto unknown, and it is ex­ 
pected that orders for automobile wa­ 
gons will be issued from the French 
war office on a liberal scale. The chief 
factor in the undoubted efficiency of 
the automobile service has been the 
“train Scotte,’* a steam-propelled wa­ 
gon which has w’orked w^onders. The 
Dietrich and Panhard-Levessor trucks 
have also established their utility. To 
show the vital 
difference 
between 
mechanical and animal traction it is 
only necessary to mention that the 
Scotte motor, drawing ten trucks, can 
feed an army of 72.000 men and with 
only two men in charjge of the con­ 
voy. 
With animal traction no fewer 
than 36 horses would bo required, even 
if the roads were perfect and enough 
men to lead them, while even then 
four days would be necessary to com­ 
plete the ground that the Scatte con­ 
voy effected in one! 


Electricity in Spain. 
Electricity is making steady pro­ 
gress in Spain. At the end of the year 
1901 there were altogether 639 cities 
and towns with electric central power 
stations. In the district of Barcalona 
alone there are now more than 800 
turbines in operation, representing 35,- 
000 horse-powc7.

OLD.TI?^E KITCHENS* 


How Islands Acquire Vegetation. 
Nature in her slow, leisurely way is 
making a highly instructive experiment 
for use to show how Islands may ac­ 
quire their vegetation. 
Just 2-0 years 
ago the most stupendous volcanic erup­ 
tion of modern times destroyed all life, 
animal axid vegetable, in the Island 
of Krakatoa. 
Three years later Dr. 
Treub visited the place 
and 
found 
some lowly microscopic algae settling 
on the pumice and lava. 
These, il 
seemed, acted as decomposing agency, 
and prepared the way for ferns, which 
soon began to appear. Then followed 
a few flowering plants, probably from 
driftseeds. 
Five years ago there had 
settled 62 species of vascular plants, 
50 of these being flowering species and 
representing 21 natural orders. 
AH 
these Mr. Dotting Hemsley, of the 
Key Gardens, thinks reached the is­ 
lands independently of man. He com­ 
putes that about 8 per cent were car­ 
ried by birds, 32 per cent borne by 
the wind and over GO per cent cast up 
by the sea waves. 
In time without 
man*s aid the island, 20 miles from its 
nearest neighbor, will be agaia cov­ 
ered with vegetation. 


ETldently» the Chimney VTfia K now n In 
Glfiiftlo Timet« 
With the best will in tho world, 
writes Elizabeth Koboirs Pennell. In 
Harper's bazar. I have discovered little 
about the classical kitchen, except that 
it existed, that it probably stood apart 
from the house, and that sometimes it 
was provided with a chimney. When 
one remembers the banquets of Ath- 
enaeus and Lucullus, or, for that mat­ 
ter, the Sabine fare of Horace, this 
chimney might be taken for granted. 
But as a matter of fact, it must have 
been long the luxury of the few, for 
the chimneyless kitchen survived until 
such recent time that to-day there is 
still near Oxford, as cooks iu the uni­ 
versity will toll you with archaeological 
pride, an ancient kitchen where a circle 
of holes round the roof takes the place 
of our chimney. But the old classical 
cooks had such a reverence for their 
art—the “godlike art of cooking.” some 
of them called it—that no doubt the^v 
understood how to control the holes 
we think so barbarous. 
Cooks who 
could quote Homer aud knew Plato by 
heart, and who thought tho mastery of 
all the arts and sciences a mere pre­ 
paratory course to the study of cook­ 
ery. never could have been willing to 
^vork in a kitchen reeking with smoke 
like a crofter’s cottage. 
Indeed, one 
among them went so far as to declare 
an architectural training necessary to 
the cook, so that he might build his 
kitchen to suit, himself, and secure tho 
right amount of light, and avoid being 
exposed to all tho winds that blow, for 
smoke, he wisely observed, according 
to which w\ay it goes, makes a great 
diiTerence when you dress a dinner. 
And I fancy there are times when 
the chef to-day would be willing to 
give up his chimney for the chance of 
playing his own architect.
